Some rein on the power of the 
federal bureaucracy is begin- 
ning to show up in the courts of 
the nation. 

More and more, legal actions 
are cropping up against federal 
agencies which have ignored or 
refused to abide by new laws 
adopted by the Congress. 

A recent report in The 
Washington Post on this 
phenomenon stated: "Court 
actions against federal agencies 
are becoming common: Con* 
gress passes a law, an agency 
ignores it, the people sue and 
the court acts ..." 

AN EXAMPLE of the type of 



legal action becoming more 
frequent is a suit brought by 17 
farm worker organizations 
against the. Department of 
Labor for not taking action to 
assist migrant farm workers in 
accordance with the law. , 

As a result, Judge Charles 
Richey of the U.S. District 
Court in Washington ordered 
the' Department of Labor to 
deliver "all manpower ser- 
vices, benefits and protections, 
including the full range of 
counseling, testing, training, 
and job. referral services 
authorized by law" to the 
migrant workers. 
; The court ordered the Labor 
Department to comply with the
